RED MEN THREATEN 
TO GO ON WAR PATH 


A Hundred Indians oh Salmon ‘Arm 
South of Kamlooos Fear Their 
Fishing Are To Be Taken From 
Them—Two Chiefs Fined For Set- 
ting Illegal Traps. 


Victoria, Aug, 31.—A hundred In- 
dians of Salmon Arm, just south of 
Kamloops, are threatening to go out 
on the warpath, fearing that they are 
about to have their fishing rights tak- 
en away from them, The local au- 
thorities state that the situation has 
got beyond their control, It is cer- 
tainly a serious one, On Wednesday 
last two Indian chiefs were summon- 
ed by the Dominion government fieh- 
ery authorities for setting fish traps 
illegally. They were convicted — and 
sentenced to pay a small fine, A band 
of fitty Indians swept down on the 
courthouse, rescued the chiefs and 
made off with them. Constable Fer 
nie, at Kamloops, was despatched to 
the scene, and reported that the In- 
dians were very uneasy, Supt. Hua- 
sey hag received instructions to as- 
suage the passions of the red men by 
peaceful measures ii jrysoible,

strike is the result of the dealers’ as- 
sociation’s reduction of wages of ten 
to fifteen cents a day.

THROUGH SILENT 
NIGHT WATCHES 


One Hundred Men,” Imbued With 
Spirit of West, Wait to File 
Homestead 1 Entries. 


What does thie mean? What is this 
all about? There is something un- 
usual going on here. So thought many 
an Edmontonian as he passed in front 
of the land titles office at the corner of 
Mixth street and Victoria avenue last 
evening after the day’s work was done. 
So thought many others as they went 
up town last evening to spend a few 
hours at the church or the club or 
the various places of public amuse- 
ment. So thought many others as 
they wended their way home, some at 
eleven o’clock, some at twelve o’clock 
and some in the wee small hours of 
the morning. 

There was something going on. It 
was something that had been antici- 
pated by many a young man for days 
and months and in many cases for 
years. On Ahe morrow at the last 
stroke of the midnight hour and on 
the firet minute of the first day of 
Saptember, all the odd numbired sec- 
tions of Jand in the last great west 
were to be thrown open to homestead- 
ers, with the exception of thov that 
are reserved. On the morrow at 9 
o'clock the land title's office would 
pen its doors and homestead entries 
would be filed. Where is the signific- 
ance in this? It may not mean much 
for the well established professional 
or business man in Edmonton or for 
the seli-sa «d young blood of the 
city. But there are others to be con- 
sidered. There is the “squatter” who 
in anticipation of this event, had 
monthe ago, trespassed on odd-num- 
bered sections, established  himseli 
there and now when the day has come 
entry must be made, Then there is 
the man from Oregon, from the Da- 
kotas, from Ontario, from Manitoba, 
who has heard of the Pembina or the 
Peace River or some other district and 
cannot rest until he has made appli- 
eation for a homestead and hase his 
entry filed. 

Preparations tor Rush. 

This is a land of opportunity and for 
these the first of September is the 
day. K.W. McKenzie, Dominion lands 
agent, understood the full significance 
ot it and made preparation according- 
ly. Yesterday at noon he ordered 
luinber to be delivered at the land 
tities office and set men to. work with 
hammer and nails’ making a railing 
about two feet from the fence and 
ctretehing fr4m the door of the office 
along Victoria street to Sxith. street. 
At three o'clock the railing was com- 
pleted and at that hour the first home- 
steader took his stnad and contitracd 
to stand until this morning at nine 
o'clock when he recorded the first 
homestead entry at Edmonton under 
the new Dominion Lands act. This 
man was Steele Murdock, a tinsmith of 
Edmonton, and a weil known char- 
acter, Mr. MeKenzie’s —confreres- 
laughed at him and his railing. But 
his foresight was soon vindicated, By 
seven o'clock last evening there were 
sully thirty men in line, by ten o'clock 
there were fifty and more kept com- 
ing all the time. There were 150 in 
line at eight o'clock this morning. 

Take a look at this line. The all 
red line, or the thin’ red line or any 
other line will have to go some to beat 
it. Every man could say, “We have 
some salt of our youth in us.’ For 
the most part they were young men 
tired with hope and ambition. Ae the 
magnet attracts the needle so youth 
attracts youth. A few came alone, 
some cam? in poirts, but many came 
in bunehes, Fully thirty young men 
came in sixty miles from tie Pem- 
bina river,where they have their home- 
steads picked out and in some cases 
have squatted for over a year, 

All Sorts and Conditions. 

Walter Besant should nave taken 
a look at this line before he wrote, 
“All sorts and conditions of men.” It 
might have given him some unique 
ideas. ‘Tiere was the tall, lanky Da- 
kota man with his heavy coat and up+ 
turned collar and pea straw hat there 
was the bright, active young fellow 
from Eastern Canada, There was the 
unminstakable Londoner, the fair-hair 
ed Norwegian, and the awarthy native 
o: Southern Europe. For the most 
pact, however, they were British sub 
jects of an exceptionally high class.

She was Mrs, Mar- 
garet Conklin, a widow from Chicago.

Vancouver, Bx., Sept. 1-—Collingwood 
Schreiber, government engineer for rail- 
ways is here on the way to Prince Ru- 
pert along with Chief Engineer Kelliher 
of the G.T.P. for the purpose of inspect- 
ing the route as far as Hazelton, A num- 
her of modifications in the plan as ap- 
proved by Schreiber are’ sought. These 
relate chiefly to the new surveys. avoid- 
ing certain cannery properties, It is as- 
serted on behalf of the railway that 
salmon cannery companies near the coast 
are demanding excessive prices for the 
right ‘of way across their property. 
Schreiber hae jast completed a very sat- 
isfaetory inspection of the line from Ed- 
monton to the Yellowhead Pass, 


TWO AUDITORS AT WORK. 
Judge Cassels Will Resume Inquiry in 
MoRireal. 


Ottawa, Aug. 31—The inquiry of Judge 
Cassels into the civil service commission- 
ors’ charges of graft and maladministra- 
tion in the conduct of affairs of the Mar- 
ine Department will be resumed in Mon- 
treal on September 2. Meanwhile, under 
instructions from Judge Cassels, two 
auditors are checking the books of the 
department with regard to'the purchase 
of supplies, ete., during the past few 
years. If any discrepancies are found 
witnesses will be called to disclose all 
the facts available, After the examina. 
tion of witnesses in Montreal a sitting of 
the commission will be held in Quebec, 
and after that at St. John, It is expect- 
ed that the whole daquity will be con- 
cluded and the report of Judge Cassels 
wiil be handed to the Government before 
the end of September, 


BIG FIRE IN A COLD 
STORAGE WAREHOUSE 


tn Montreal. The Loss !s $50,000 But 
Half a Million Dollars’ Worth of 
Goods Were in Danger:—Warehours 
Staff Gave Valuable Aid to Firemen 
in Fighting Blaze, 


Montreal, Sept. 1—Fufty thousand dol- 
lars’ damage was caused by a fire this 
evening which broke out in the cold 
storage warehouses of Gunn, Langlois 
& Co., on St. Amable street in the heart 
of the congested district, The fire broke 
out just as the staff was leaving at, six 
o'clock and a double alarm was given, 
calling out 47 firemen from the central 
division, The warehouse staff was di- 
vided into two gangs to aid the firemen 
and owing to their assistance the losses 
were kept to a minimum, there being 
over half a million dollars’ worth of 
cheese, butter, eggs and other  perish- 
able goods in the two warehouses. 

The fire broke out in the top storey 
close to the ammonia tank and condenser 
and a stiff fight was made in keeping the 
flomes away from these as if they had 
heen reached they would have exp!cded 
and probably wrecked the building, The 
fire was out in an hour and a half, the 
flames having been confined to the see- 
tion of the building where they started. 
Most of the damage was caused te the 
stock by water. Messrs, Gunn and Co.,, 
estimate their losses at between $30,000 
and $40,000 Vhe building was damaged 
to the extent of from $15,000 to $20,000. 
The losses are fully covered with the 
Norwich Union, Western end Lioyds In- 
surance companies, 

Owing to the perishable nature of the 
stock the mecting of insurance adjusters 
has been called for half past six tomor- 
row morning so that a good start can be 
secured on the salvage operations,

WILL NOT DELAY 
ENTRY INTO CITY 


Crack Discovered in Battle River 
Bridge Abutment is Not of 
Serious Nature. | 


A despatch from Dauphin, Man.,, re- 
ceived) by the Bulletin this afternoon 
states that a big crack in the abutment 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific bridge at 
Battle River has been discovered. The 
necidént is reported by engineers, who 
Nave examined it, to have been due ‘o 
settling, and it may be necessary to put 
in a new abutment as the crack extends 
from top to bottom. The despatch fur- 
ther states that all supplies on the east 
side of the river ,required for the con- 
tinuanée of thé ‘work, are held up. 

A. M. Bouilldn, superintendent of 
bridge construction, left Edmonton last 
evening for Battle River. It was stated 
by a clerk in his office that his visit to 
Battle River was not the result of the 
report of the erack in the abutment. 

Engineer Jones in charge of  con- 
struction from Saskatoon west was ask- 
ed by a Bulletin representative if the 
crack in the abutment would result in 
a delay in thé construction of the bridge 
superstructure, 

“Tt will not,” he said, “The work 5f 
placing the steel portion of the bridge in 
position is proceeding, and the era¢k 'n 
the abutment is of little significance- 
éertainly not sufficiontly serious to de- 
lay the completion of the ercetion of the 
bridge superstructure.” 

“Will the accident delay the entry of 
the railway into Edmonton?” he was 
further asked. 

“No delay has heen occasioned,” he re- 
plied,” and the G.T.P. will bo here as 
soon as it otherwise would have been.” 
This statement, coming from the engi- 
nver in charge of construction, will have 
a reassaring effect upon the citizens of 
Edmonton ,who are atxiously awaiting 
the entry of the G.T.P. to the city. 


TRAINS MOVING AGAIN. 
Trains From the East Arriving in 
Winnipeg Twenty Minutes Apart.

FISHERIES COMMISSION. 


Has Accomplished Work Highly Sat- 
isfactory To Fishermen. 


Ottawa, Ont., ‘Aug. 41,—8. T, Bas- 
ttedo, Canadian member of the Inter: 
national Fisherf®s Commission, re- 
turned from the Peecifie Coast, He 
reports that the work of the commis- 
sion has given great satisfaction to 
fishermen generally in all places 
which they visited during their recent 
visit acress the continent, and it is 
the opinion that the appointinent of 
that body was a provident step on the 
yart of both nations if fisheries are to 
* conserved, 

The itinerary of the commission 
was arranged to cover the principat 
fisheries points on both coasts and all 
important fishing towne on the Great 
Lakes and the Lake of the Woods.

Donald, editor of the Toronto Globe, 
speaking before the Canadian Club at 
a luncheon here today ,took for his sub- 
ject a three-fold title.

M McDougall Secures Property 
toe River Bedaé PMEOA Com- 


If Edmonton is to retain the posi- 
tion she has at last acquired of being 
the leading industrial céfitré and dis- 
tributing point in Western Canada this 
side of Winnipeg, some attention must 
w paid to the beattivieation of the 
city as well as to the providing of pav- 
ed traffic streete and tram lines. 
Mayor MeDougall struck a decidedly 
popular note at a meeting of the com- 
mittee of the council last evening 
when he unfolded a scheme for the 
purchase of that portion of the river 
bank from a projection of Namayo 
avenue, eastward to the other side of 
the old Edmiston property near Cam- 
eron etreet. His idea is to secure this 
property, protect it from sliding away 
from the action of the river, amd lay 
out a park on the hillside and the 
flats. This appealed strongly to the 
aldermen present and they readily 
agreed to sanction what’ had already 
been done and to authorize the com- 
missioners to ¢o ahead with the plan. 


Mayor McDougall has been working 
quietly on this scheme ior the past 
four months and has at last got it-in 
shape to lay before the city council. 
When the need of protecting thie part 
of the river bank was first me one 
difficulty in the way was the fact that 
it would be improving private pfo- 
perty. When the idea of a patk here 
was suggested the mayor, with the as- 
sistance of other city officials, who 
were in the secret, proceeded to se- 
cure the property. 

After a great amount of work they 
suceeded in purchasing the Ediig- 
ton property, 2 56-100 acres in extent, 
for $528. A little later they purchased 
the adjoining property, some 3 acres, 2 
roods and 1g poles, ineluding all coal 
rights, for $500.

NEW PATENTS ACT HAS 


FAR REACHING EFFECT 


The Patents and Designs Act Passed 
by British Parliament in 1907 
Aes to All British Possessions. 
—Foreigners Holding United King. 
dom Patents Must 
in Great Britain.

Canadian Associated Provs Cable: 

Londen, Sept. 1.—There has been 
some enquiry concerning the working 
of the nev Pater and Designs Act 
of 1907, which © ne into operation 
last Satarday, « affecting patenta in 
the United Kingd:m taken out by in- 
ventors in foreign countries and Bri- 
tish possessions. Under the Act, a 
year of grace was allowed, which ex- 
pired last Friday. 

As doubt was expressed as to the 
eqect of the Act in British possessions, 
the Canadian Press is informed by the 
Board of Trade that the Act applies 
to all patent holdings in the United 
Kingdom and British possessions, 
and in foreign countries, who have 
taken out patents in the United King- 
dom, and provides that at any time, 
not less than four years after the date 
of the patent, any person may apply 
for a revocation of patent on the 
ground that the patented article — r 
product is manufactured or carried on 
»*xclusively or mainly outside of the 
United Kingdom. 

If the comptroller thinks, after hear- 
iu the statements of the patentee and 
avplicant, that the reasons given by 
the applicant are satisfactory he re- 
vekes the patent, provided no such 
order shall be made which conflicts 
with any treaty or arrangement with 
any fofeign country or British posses- 
sion, Foreign manufacturers are 
therefore threatened with the loss of 
patent rights anless they establish « 
factory in the United Kingdom or ar- 
range for a British firm to work their 
inventions under license. 

It is important that Canadian ‘n- 
ventors holding British patents see 
that their inventions are not jeapar- 
dized by the terms of this act. 


No Trains For Two ‘Days. 


Winnipeg, Man.,. August 31.—Not 
since No, 1 pulled into the city on 
Sunday morning has the CPLR. 
brought a train in from the east, nor 
will any come in until tomorrow 
morning. On Sunday it commenced 
to rain heavily, and between Ingolf 
und Wabigoon it amounted to a 
miniature cloud burst, washing out 
the track in several places.

ACT 18 SATISFACTORY, 
Special Commissioner from Washing- 
‘ton Finds Law Works Well. 


Ottawa, Aug. 30.—Dr. Victor Clarke, 
who was sent to Canada last spring 
by President Roosevelt to make an in- 
vestigation into the operation of the 
industrial disputes act, and who in 
the courae of his investigation visited 
the chief cities of the Dominion, has 
made his report to the Amercan bu- 
reau of labor. 

The report is given the honor of 
first place in the builetin, which ia a 
volume of several hundred pages. Dr. 
Clarke says: “So far as can be judged 
from the experience of a single year 
the industial disputes act has accom- 
plistd the main puposes for which it 
was enacted, the prevention of strikes 
and lockouts in the public service in- 
duetries, Apparently it has not af- 
jected adversely the condition of the 
working men, or of the indusérice 
where it has been applied, It is cauch 
more applicable to American condi- 
tions than the compulsory arbitration 
laws, like those of New Zealand or 
Australia, because its settlements are 
based on an agreement of parties and 
do not prescribe any artificial wage, 
often illy adjusted to economic con- 
ditions.” 

Mr. Clarke expressed the opinion, 
however, that in the United States 
constitutional restrictions would. pre- 
vent the federal law of having such 
wide applications as that of Canada. 

The hosvility of the Western Feders-. 
tion of Minere to the act, he says, 
nay be due partly to the fact that the 
law has been applied during a period 
of unusual depression in metals when 
the mines have had to make redue- 
tions or cease working. He says it 
would be impossible to say definitely 
whether or not a popular vote of the 
working «people, especially of those 
directly affected by the law, would 
endorse the act at the present time.

Hong Kong, August 31.—Admiral Li, 
of the Chinese navy, with his  flag- 
ship and several gunboats, sailed from 
Wuchow today trom Canton, taking 
with him as prisoners sixty of the 
mutinous soldiers from Konghaw 
where a thousand men revolted on 
August 12, killing their commander 
and several others, routing a force of 
loyal soldiers irom a near-by town, 
looting the village of Konghaw and 
finally withdrawing to the mountains 
of Taiking, where they joined forces 
with the wild tribes of the hills. 

Adinival Li’s prisoners were betray- 
ed into the hands of the government 
forces for twenty-five taels (about $17) 
a head by villagers at Konghaw. The 
rebellious soldiers spoke a strange dia- 
lect, and their detention and subse- 
quent betrayal to the authorities was 
an easy matter,
